swers 61,5 per cent of the ques:
tions correotly,

Doubles Reading Rate

Results of the survey show
that the college reading develop:
ment course more than doubles
the average reading rate and
improves comprehension at the
game time,  Additional to these
figures, scores from the 1n:
tionally standardized Traxler
reading tests, also included in
the results, showed a elimh
from 256 at the beginning to
an average of 470 at the end of
the semester, These scores com-
bine rate of reading and com:
prehension into one figure, ..

Comimenting on the results,
Dr. Gerbner, in charge of the
college reading development
program, said that they are not
unusual, and indicate what can
be achieved when this relatively
neglected aspect of our com-
munications skills is given some
systematic attention.
